REMARKS 

Claims 2-18 and 20-28 remain in the application. Claims 2, 6, 10-13, 15-18, 20, 22, 24, 
25, 27, and 28 have been amended.

Likewise, 
amended claims 20, 22, 24, 25, and 28 now depend from amended claim 27. 

Applicant beheves that all claims now pending in the application are in condition for 
allowance and respectfully requests a timely Notice of Allowance for the application. 

Applicant reserves the right to file a timely divisional application for non-elected claims 

29-60.
